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Reading This Book 

If, while reading the following pages of this book, the reader 
will keep these few facts in mind, a much clearer understanding of 
the contents will result. The format or style used in this book is 
known as the Modified Register System, which has been refined by 
the National Genealogical Society. 

Three types of numbers are used: one to uniquely identify the 
individual, one to indicate the generation into which that person 
falls, and one to denote his or her birth-order within the nuclear 
family. The identification numbering system used in this book is 
called By Generation. The starting person is 501, his first child 
is 502. All the children are listed as generation number two, the 
grand-children are listed as generation number three and so on. 

Each person is assigned an ID number in sequential order by 
generation. 

When an individual is introduced in his/her separate sketch, the 
name appears in boldface letters with the surnames in all capital 
letters. The name is preceded by the identification number. The 
last given name is followed immediately by a superscript number 
indicating the number of generations from the starting individual 
in this book. In parentheses following the name is a list of 
direct ancestors back to the starting individual. Only the given 
name is listed, preceded by his/her ID number, and followed by the 
generation number in superscript. 

When the list of children is presented, the plus (+) sign 
indicates that more about this child will be presented in his/her 
separate sketch. The ID number- is printed, followed by M/F 
indicating the sex. , Next a small roman numeral in front of the 
name designates birth-order. Next the name is followed by the 
birth and death dates. 

The index is arranged alphabetically by surname. Under each . 
surname, the given names are alphabetically arranged. The name is 
followed by the year of birth and death in square brackets. The 
number to the right indicates the page where this name appears. 

The wife appears under her maiden name and under her married names 
with her maiden name in parentheses. 

This book commences with Chapter 8, being an exerpt from the 
larger work of the "JOHN HENRY - 1768" book, of which this compiler 
is a descendant. I am the spouse of Zona Gail EHRET, third great 
granddaughter of subject, Joseph EHRET. I trust this will be 
enjoyable reading and a valuable tool to the Ehret researchers.

He married 
Catharine Christina LYNK (See number 647) 22 Aug 1859 at 
Bloomington, McLean, Illinois. She was born 14 Apr 1838 in 
Columbia County, New York, the daughter of Robert LYNK and Celinda 
HOVER. Catharine died 29 Mar 1920 at Deep River, Poweshiek, Iowa, 
and was buried there.

NOTES for Catharine: 

Buried in Goldenrod Cemetery, Deep River, Iowa. Death from 
family bible record, in file. 1880 Census Deep River, Poweshiek, 
Iowa, p.583, shows she could not read or write. 

NOTES for William: 

Married Catharine Christine Lynk at Baptist Parsonage, 
Bloomington, Illinois. (See paper in document file.) They 
homesteaded land in Deep River Township, Poweshiek County, Iowa, 
land grant signed by President Pierce. The land is still owned by 
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the descendants, still being under homestead grant. It has never 
been deeded. Darren Ehret now (1992) lives on the homestead and is 
fifth generation. His son is sixth generation on the same farm. 
William retired to Iowa City, where he died in 1897, being buried 
in Goldenrod Cemetery, Deep River, Iowa. (Ref: Ernestine Ehret 
Tarleton). 

An interesting story that Lilliam Belle Ehret tells about her 
grandfather (subject William Ehret) when he was young (Perhaps 10 
years old?) and his sister, Mary. A sister of William's father, or 
his aunt, lived with the family and they received word from an 
Indian to leave the area because if they didn't they were going to 
be killed by the Indians. The aunt "got a wagon and stuffed it 
with featherbedding and whatever she could get and they used oxen 
to pull the wagon. They left and went to some location and while 
staying there the rats chewed on William's feet. They waited a 
while and heard the trouble was over back home and so when they 
returned home they found the big white house and a big red barn had 
been burned flat to the ground. Cattle, horses and everything was 
gone. They had nothing left. They never saw the Indian informant 
again. 

William got all the education he could in the United States. 
"But at that time people in their class always felt that they had 
to send their children to Germany to complete their education, so 
they sent him to Germany and he got some more degrees over there. 

I just don't know what. When they moved to Iowa he was a stockman, 
he was a horticulturist. My mother said that they had two Arabian 
stallions. She said that either one of those stallions would have 
bought any farm in Iowa, they were so pretty. And I think he 
worked with that agriculture college there, too...lived at their 
home there near Deep River. 

"They had a beautiful home. They had a piano and carriages and 
matched teams. Their home, I guess, was a regular show place all 
over Iowa. I think at the time of my 1 grandfather's death he was 
the richest man in the county. But he had nine children and so on. 
(Lillian Belle Ehret Stevenson taped conversation with Ernestine 
Ehret Tarleton - 1970). 

"Grandmother Ehret (Catharine) was a Yankee. She knew no 
German. Grandad William Ehret was German and Catholic and he never 
attended a public school. Always went to a parochial school, and 
he had never talked English until he was a grown man, and he did a 
pretty poor job of it for a few years after that. But grandmother 
wanted no part of the German language or Catholicism so it was 
never handed down to any of the family. None of the family learned 
to talk German and none of them learned anything about Catholicism, 
which was a wonderful opportunity that was passed up, and why she 
was that prejudiced or what her idea was, is beyond any of us. 

"Granddad's family very much insisted that he stay with the 
Catholic church. They used to write to him intermittently and, in 
fact, quite often, and tried to get him to come back in the church 
and told him if he didn't he would go to hell, which was the 
concensus of the people that worked for him and his neighbors, that 
he would go there anyway." (Alvin Ernest Ehret taped conversation 
with Ernestine Ehret Tarleton - 1970). 

"William spent the period of his boyhood on his father's farm 
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in the keystone state, and in a German school acquired a good 
common school education. When he attained the age of sixteen his 
father gave him money with which to travel and see something of the 
country, and after traveling extensively through many of the states 
of the Union he at last located in Illinois, near Springfield, 
where he embarked on a nursery business. The fall of 1859 
witnessed his arrival in Iowa and for a number of years he 
continued to reside on a farm on which he first located, his 
attention throughout that period being given to general 
agricultural pursuits. He was very successful in that undertaking 
and became the owner of a fine farming property of 302 acres, 
located on Section 30 (Section 30 Deep River township, Powesheik 
County) and well improved and now in the possession of his sons." 

He was a Republican. He helped erect the first schoolhouse in Deep 
River and all others in the township up to the year 1880. 

Reference 39. 

He died at 10:10 p.m., April 7, 1897, of typhoid fever and 
phneumonia (Death Certificate). 1850 Census Upper Mt. Bethel, 

•Northampton County, Pennsylvania, p 483, shows him as a clerk 
living in the household of Chas. Emory, a merchant. 1880 Census 
Deep River, Poweshiek County, Iowa, shows him a farmer who cannot 
read or write. Both census records indicate birth a year earlier, 
computed to 1832, so possibly he always stated a year older, or he 
may have thought he was born a year earlier. Possibly 1833 in this 
record was misinformation from a relative. But computing from 
death certificate, it shows he was 69y9m3d and computing from 
recorded birth to death certificate is 69y9m25d. Must have just 
stated a year older to census, and confusion as to the actual day 
of birth.

(Alvin Ernest Ehret taped 
conversation with Ernestine Ehret Tarleton - 1970).

He married Fannie Christina 
SIMPSON 30 May 1941 at Kansas City, Jackson, 
Missouri. She was born 8 Sep 1905 at Anabel, 

Macon, Missouri, the daughter of Absalam Benjamin 
SIMPSON and Augusta Christina. LINSON. Fannie died 
12 Nov 1987 at LaBelle, Lewis, Missouri, and was 
buried 14 Nov 1987 at Kansas City, Jackson, 
Missouri, Floral Hills Cemetery. 

Fannie was 5'4" and about 13 0 pounds. She 
graduated from Kirksville, Missouri, Business 
College and worked at Stowe Hardware, Kansas City, 
where she met Wilbur. She never worked outside the 
home after their marriage. 

Fannie was an optimist and had a very outgoing 
personality. She was kind-hearted and 
affectionate. She went out.of her way to be nice 
to people. They lived in Raytown,' Missouri, most 
of their adult life. She was a perfectionist and 
kept her home spotless. She had a beautiful 
singing voice and was either humming or singing 
most of the time. She was a very special person 
and enjoyed traveling, belonging to clubs, etc., 
one of which was Eastern Star. She was an 
excellent homemaker and cook. 

Fannie was the baby in a family of nine 
children, the first four children dying in infancy 
and four girls and one boy living to their 70s and 
80s. She was a member of the Raytown Christian 
Church. (Notes of niece, Mary Jane Simpson 
McKenzie). 

Wilbur died 6 Apr 1984 at LaBelle, Lewis, 
Missouri, and was buried 9 Apr 1984 at Kansas City, 
Jackson, Missouri, Floral Hills Cemetery. Wilbur 
was about 5'9" and about 160 pounds. He worked as 
a clerk at Stowe Hardware Company in Kansas City 
most of his life, lived in Raytown, Missouri, and 
was an avid golfer. 

In his later years, wife Fannie became bedridden 
and they moved to La Belle, Missouri, where she was 
in a nursing home. He passed away there. Upon his 
wife's death, and with no children born of this 
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marriage, he left a portion of his estate to each 
of his nieces. In later years he was not one to 
travel and rarely left the Raytown area. He was a 
member of the Presbyterian Church and Masonic Lodge 
(Ref: Howard W. Henry). SSN: 487-10-8511. Driver's

527. m vi. James William EHRET, born 27 Aug 1902 at Barnes City, 

Mahaska, Iowa. He married Allie Frances SIMPSON 11 
Nov 1941 at Kansas City, Jackson, Missouri. She 
was born 12 May 1899 at Novinger, Adair, Missouri, 
the daughter of Absalam Benjamin SIMPSON and 
Augusta Christina LINSON. Allie died 30 Dec 1984 
at La Belle, Lewis, Missouri, and was buried 2 Jan 
1985 at Floral Hills Cemetery, Kansas City, 

Missouri. 

Allie was second wife of James. They had no 
issue. She and Fannie were sisters and married 
Wilbur and James, brothers. Both families lived in 
Kansas City area most of their adult life. 

Upon retirement, James and Allie moved to 
Albuquerque, New Mexico, for several years (about 
1965-1972) , returning to Kansas City where he. 
passed away. Allie lived there for several more 
years, until suffering a stroke in about 1981. She 
was in a nursing home in La Belle, Missouri, until 
her niece, Anna Lou Burke,/ took her to her home in 
La Belle and cared for her until her death. 

Allie was of a mild temperament, had a ready 
laugh and a love of life and people. She never 
learned to drive a car and was never employed 
outside the home. Excellent cook. Cause of death 
was complications of the stroke and heart attack. 

She was the fifth child in a family of nine 
children. The first four children died in infancy; 
then four girls and one boy. Her father left the 
family shortly after the last child was born and 
Allie, at the age of about 12 or 13, had to quit 
school and work with her mother doing laundry and 
domestic work to raise the other children. 

(Ref: Zona Ehret Henry). 

Birth was stated by Mary Jane Simpson McKenzie 
as being at Novelty, Missouri. Obituary in 
newspaper, which compiler has seen, states she 
was born in Novelty, Missouri, and died at the 
Kirksville Osteopathic Hospital, Kirksville, 
Missouri. Surviving sisters were Fannie C. and 
Cora B. Simpson. 

James died 18 May 1973 at Kansas City, Jackson, 
Missouri, and was buried 22 May 1973 at Floral 
Hills Cemetery, Kansas City, Missouri. 

His first wife was named Irene, last name 
unknown. That marriage terminated by divorce, 
compiler believes, with no issue. 

Second marriage was to Allie Simpson. They 
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lived in Independence, Missouri. James was tall 
and heavy-set later in life, and worked his entire 
career at Bendix munitions plant in the Kansas City 
area near Raytown, Missouri. He did like to travel 
and liked to drive. He would leave early in the 
morning and drive 500 or 600 miles each day with 
few stops. He and Allie had no issue. He passed 
away from a heart attack. (Ref: Howard W. Henry). 

Jim was a Presbyterian and a member of the 
Masonic Lodge. Our favorite memory was his loud 
rendition of "How Are Things in Glockamora" while 
he was in the bath. Reference: Mary Jane Simpson 
McKinzie. 


NOTES for Mary: 

"Mary Brown met Frank Ehret, who lived a mile-and-a-half east. 
And also while they lived there, Eugene (Brown) married Olive Skat, 
Jim (James Brown) married Margaret Jones, and as they married off 
they gave up that farm, which was too big for them after two of the 
boys were gone, and which actually left only Fred (Brown) to do the 
work. They bought that farm from C. R. Clark and he took it back, 
all but the north eighty where Eugene and Olive started and they 
built a new house and barn there, sort of a not-too-good a set of 
improvements, but they started up there and the place had a spring 
on it, which was quite a thing, and they lived there for several 
years and then when he moved to a better place, of course, 
grandmother (Katherine Brown) took that farm and rented it out from 
then on as long as she lived. The property was managed by C. R. 
Clark.'! (Alvin Ernest Ehret taped conversation with Ernestine 
Ehret Tarleton - 1970). 

NOTES for Frank: 

Buried at Goldenrod Cemetery in Deep River. "Frank Alvin Ehret 
grew to be a pretty husky farm boy, very hard worker, and he 
married Mary Brown, who was a neighbor girl at that time. He 
farmed in Iowa until 1903, which would be the same year that the 
Mikesells left Iowa, and he went to Missouri. At that time he was 
the father of six kids, so all of them were born in Iowa and they 
all grew up in Missouri. 

"After being in the implement business with his brother, 

Charles, for several years, he was married. He wasn't married real 
young. I think he was 31 years old. He lived in Iowa on rented 
farms until 1903. At that time he had six children. He seemed to 
be the only one of the family that always wanted to live where he 
wasn't. Wherever he lived, he wanted to move somewhere else. So 
he moved to Missouri in 1903, where he bought a farm. 

"In 1902, when there was a little land boom on down in Audrain 
County, Missouri, he was influenced to go there by some old 
neighbors, and current neighbors, but one of the promoters of this 
land boom was Mayo Harris, who... moved to the prairie a few years 
after the Ehrets did, was raised there, and I don't know how he met 
his wife but she was a graduate of Harden College, Mexico, 

Missouri, and evidently knew the surrounding country pretty well. 

In 1901 they had a drought in Missouri and they didn't raise 
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anything in that vicinity and the next year as the land needed that 
much recreation; they raised the biggest crop they had ever known 
in 1903 at the start of the land boom. Frank Ehret bought his in 
Audrain County and moved there in the spring of 1903. 

That was the first time any of us had been out of the state and I 
presume was about the homesickest family in the world when we 
arrived down there. They were in a Dixie district and people 
thought of it a little different than we did up in the Union 
district and people can be pretty badly misunderstood. I don't 
think most people realize how much different the world is, in Dixie 
and the north. But the Ehrets lived there for ten years. 

"But after he had been there ten years, and Frank Ehret had 
studied land circulars from Anchorage to Miami, he finally went out 
and bought a farm west of Garden City, Kansas, ten, twelve miles 
west of Garden City, a little town of about a hundred people in 
those days. It had always been known as Sherlock and changed its 
name to Holcomb. It was a place that nobody had ever heard of 
until after the Clutter murders (made famous in Truman Capote's 
book "In Cold Blood".) We lived there three years. The family 
wasn't very well satisfied there. They didn't like it. But dad 
did fairly well there. The first year was a bad one, but we lived 
there three years and did fairly well, but he traded his land there 
for Kansas City property. 

"Well, the simple fact of the matter is that he was trading with 
a syndicate of real estate sharks which clipped him out of his 
lifetime savings and from then on it was pretty rough, and dad was 
destitute. But the boys by that time had grown up and got jobs in 
Kansas City and kind of took over and they all liked it there and 
they lived very well." (Alvin Ernest Ehret taped conversation with 
Ernestine Ehret Tarleton - 1970). 

1880 
Census, Deep River, Poweshiek County, Iowa, p. 583, shows he had 
sprained his foot on that day.

NOTES for Mabel: 

Mabel was a. tall, large woman, firm in policies and discipline. 
She attended a Missouri Normal School. She received her teaching 
credentials and was teaching before her sixteenth birthday. She 
taught at Fox school in Audrain County, Missouri, a rural first 
through eighth grade school where she had students older and taller 
than she. Among the students were some of the Ehret boys. Through 
them she met the older brother, Alvin, who took a fancy to her. 
Later she taught a "second primary class" in Columbia, Missouri. On 
January 31, 1917, she married Alvin Ehret and they left Columbia 

immediately (possibly later that day) for Iowa. They farmed there 
for many years. 

She raised three daughters, and took a great interest in their 
education. When the youngest daughter was in high school, Mabel 
returned to her teaching career, teaching in Malcolm and then 
Laurel, Iowa, until she was sixty-eight, when she and Alvin moved 
to California. (Ernestine Ehret Tarleton, personal reflections). 

She and first son-in-law, Howard Henry, got along well and he 
always threatened his wife that he would go home to her mother. 
Right after retirement and moving to Modesto, California, she 
developed cancer (multiple myeloma) and passed-away after an 
extended illness. She was always very active in church work and 
later took up oil painting and did some very nice canvases. 
(Reference Howard W. Henry). A copy of their marriage certificate 
is in the file. 

NOTES for Alvin: 

Early life is set forth in No. 506, p.8, (Frank Alvin Ehret). 
"He attended college in Kirksville, Missouri, before following the 
family to Kansas. The family apparently went out on the train, but 
Alvin was attending the livestock and had to ride in the livestock 
car. A recipe found in the family 'recipe box' has one for 'Ginger 
Snaps for Alvin's trip to Kansas'. 

"While the family was living in Kansas, Alvin became restless 
and didn't like Kansas, so he returned to Iowa. He corresponded 
with Mabel Mahan, a school teacher he had met while in Audrain 
County, Missouri. He wooed her by mail and they were married. 

"He bought a farm, but was not successful and eventually lost 
the property. People encouraged him to declare bankruptcy and get 
a new start, but he refused and spent most of his working years 
paying off his debts dollar-for-dollar. He worked long, hard hours 
with poor equipment and under difficult circumstances, to make a 
meager living on rented farms near New Sharon, Deep River, 
Montezuma, and Ewart, Iowa, in an effort to support his family and 
pay off his debts until around 1940 when they moved to 
Montezuma. 

"He got up early, milked the cows, did the cream separating, 
fed the livestock and performed the other chores before coming in 
for breakfast. If mother was not up by that time, he would come to 
the foot of the stairs and you could hear him call out 'Mabel, the 
birds are singing.' He spent many hours in the evenings reading 
books aloud to the family by the light of a number two kerosine 
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lamp. 

"At one time he sold Moor-Man's mineral supplements for 
livestock. He was too mild mannered to be a good salesman. His 
supervisors told him he should be careful or 'the farmers would 
take it away from him'. 

"His utmost concern at all times was the welfare of his 
family and the education of his daughters. He was greatly 
distressed because he didn't have money to send me to college when 
I graduated from high school. I was able to borrow enough money to 
get started and he would send money whenever he could. Sometimes a 
dollar bill, but often only a fifty-cent piece in a letter. That 
would send me to my dorm room in tears, because if he couldn't send 
me a dollar, I knew he was sacrificing too much to send me the 
fifty cents. 

"His greatest pride was the fact that all three daughters 
received college degrees and were successful in their careers. 

"During the summer of 1944, he worked on the Richardson 
Highway in Alaska from Parker to Valdez. Vernon Lundeen of 
Montezuma, Iowa, was the contractor. He rode the Greyhound bus to 
Seattle where he spent the last money in his pockets for a 
wristwatch for Zona's high school graduation present before 
boarding the ship with the Lundeen crew bound for Alaska. 

"Later the family moved to Grinnell, Iowa, and he commuted to 
the One-Minute washing machine factory in Kellogg, Iowa. He drove 
an old car, picked up several passengers, and would drive through 
the winter ice and snow with just a small portion of the windshield 
cleared to see through." (Ernestine Ehret Tarleton, personal 
reflections). 

The birth certificate of his daughter shows his name as "Alvan," 
but this is a misspelling, possibly caused from the people in the 
Dutch community spelling his name Al Van Ehret. His delayed 
certificate of birth is in file. 

Alvin was a six-foot-tall man of slender build. He was 
extremely kind and generous and worked many years in a factory 
because he had to repay the debts of the depression and educate his 
family. 

Upon retiring to Modesto, California, he became a real estate 
salesman. This was more suited to his personality than his earlier 
jobs. He got along well with people and rarely met a stranger. 

After the death of his first wife, Mabel, he married Buelah 
Ronning and had true happiness for the last years of his life in 
California. He passed away of colon cancer. Burial was in 
Lakewood Memorial Park, Modesto, California. (Ref: Personal 
reflections, Howard W. Henry).

"Belle (Lillian) had married before the family left Kansas. She 
married a Kansan, who was also raised in Iowa, but his brother had 
migrated to Canada and so that's what they did. They went to 
Canada, and his brother -- Bob Stevenson was the husband's name and 
his brother, Forrest, had a garage in Mortlach, Saskatchewan, 
Canada, and they went up there and lived until, I think, about 1922 
or -- I don't know just exactly. It was in the early twenties, 
anyway. But Belle Ehret was married while the folks lived in Kansas 
in 1915, to Bob Stevenson, who was also raised in Iowa. His folks 
migrated to Kansas a few years before the Ehrets and then they went 
to the wide open spaces of Canada. Bob's brother had a garage at 
Mortlach, Saskatchewan, Canada, and Bob went up and bought in with 
him and they started in the garage business.

Henry, more familiarly called "Hank", lost his parents when

for flying time. He built model airplanes and won a prize at the 
World's Fair (about 1933) for one of his models. His pilot's log 
first entry is 18 Oct 1936 and the first solo is dated 4 Sep 1938. 
With the World War II beginning he was eager to join the Army Air 
Force, but since he didn't have 20/20 vision they would not accept 
him.

"At the time they moved there I think they had 
either three or four children, and then they moved 
to Kimball, Nebraska, which is another desert 
country, and he had a hard time getting along, all 
the time. Probably couldn't have gotten along if 
it hadn't been for his mother that helped them 
considerably, much to the disgust of the rest of 
his family. Afterwards they separated. It seemed 
that Rob Allely sort of lost his mind and he left 
home and Laura took care of the kids and got them 
through school and now I think there are four of 
them that are very successful doctors, and all of 
them have done fairly well, which was the most 
remarkable job that she did." (Alvin Ernest Ehret 
taped onversation with Ernestine Ehret Tarleton - 
1970) . 


Katherine also married Louis ROGERS. 

NOTES for Katherine: 

Her father having been killed by a horse when she was nine 
and her mother dying the following year when she was ten, she was 
adopted by Edward and Harriett Beecher. 

"She was the eldest daughter of five children born to George 
and Jane Me Cutcheon and the father was killed by a horse when she 
was nine years old and her mother died the following year. Her 
mother was diagnosed of tuberculosis and Mrs. Edward Beecher came 
to the house one day and took her mother away and she never saw her 
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mother again, for she must have died right after that. Then the 
Edward Beecher family adopted her and they lived in Boston. I 
think Dr. Beecher was a minister in Boston. And then when she was 
fourteen years old they moved to Galesburg, Illinois... the First 
Congregational Church in Galesburg, Illinois, and they had what 
they called the halfway house, I think it was, where they kept the 
runaway slaves and it was on -- it was on the old Knox College 
campus. They called it the 110-year-old Beecher Chapel on the Knox 
College campus, which was used as a way-station for runaway slaves 
before the civil war. I think the slaves that were badly hurt, the 
Beechers cared for them in their home before they were sent on to 
freedom. 

"And Dr. Beecher also helped his church find a lady that 
acted as a nurse in the civil war. She saved many soldiers lives. 
The story of it is in Readers' Digest. 'Cyclone in Calico' is the 
name of it, and it's in the Readers' Digest, December, 1952. This 
lady, Mary Ann Bickerdyke, was one of the first women war nurses in 
U. S. military history, was rugged and rebellious. 

"And then Katherine married in Dr. Beecher's parlor...I think 
his name was Louis Rogers, and he was killed in the civil war, and 
after that she married our grandfather, who was James W. Brown." 

(SEE Louis Rogers bio for interesting anecdote). 

And Katherine had Aunt Bella, who was named for Dr. Edward 
Beecher's own daughter,. Bella. I think there has always been, or 
most of the time, anyway, a Bella in the Beecher family. 

"They came across the Illinois River with their covered wagons 
on a ferry boat and finally settled in Marengo, Iowa, and then 
later they moved to Montezuma, Iowa. 

"Grandma Brown lived on Copps Hill in Boston and their summer 
home was at Andover." (Lillian Belle Ehret Stevenson in taped 
conversation with Ernestine Ehret Tarleton, 1970) . 

"Incidentally, both Grandmother Brown (Katherine) and Granddad 
Brown (James W. Brown) had been married'before. Katherine was 
raised, or partly raised, in Boston and moved to Illinois where she 
grew up, and her first husband (Louis Rogers) -- I really don't 
seem to have any record on the exact date of their marriage but 
they married and had one daughter, Bella, and he was drafted into 
service in the civil war and never came back, and no one knows what 
became of him, how he died or anything. But he never returned. 

"Some time later, not too many years later, she met granddad 
(James Brown), who was a widower with three children and evidently 
they were on this trip when they came to Iowa, because they 
couldn't have been very old. But, anyway, the girl, Cynthia Brown 
had -- well, Bella Rogers and grandma's daughter, of course, would 
be Bella Rogers, and Cynthia married rather young to Frank 
Kingsley, who lived in the neighborhood of Deep River, and Cythia 
had a rather hard life and she died very young. She couldn't have 
been too young, either, because she left, I think, five children; 
four daughters and one son, and I will have to confess that I don't 
know too much about the family, because I never met any of them. I 
was 32 years old (1925) when I met one of the girls, who introduced 
herself and told me that she was a cousin of mine, and she had 
married George Henry, and her first name was Ida (Kingsley). And 
they had one brother, Nathaniel, who spent most of his mature life 
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in St. Louis, a florist. He owned a sizable florist shop in St. 
Louis for years and years and I didn't meet him until about 1956. 

He was visiting his sisters near Brooklyn and we were living at 
Grinnell at that time and he came by and we had a long visit. 

"But there were either three or four other girls in the family. 
One of them had died before I met any of them and one of them lived 
in Texas and one in Missouri. I have never met either one of them, 
and I don't even know whether they are living or not. He would be 
older than I am. 

"Katherine's only daughter, Bella, grew up with -- was with the 
family most of time until she was nearly grown and she went away to 
college. She became a very successful schoolteacher and, in fact, 
a lot of the old-timers think back to the days they went to school 
to Bella Rogers, but after she taught school for several years she 
married Harvey Babb, who was also the son of one of the pioneers of 
that district that lived about three miles west of where the Ehrets 
settled. His family figured quite a bit in county history, as does 
granddad and grandmother." (Alvin Ernest Ehret taped conversation 
with Ernestine Ehret Tarleton - 1970). 

NOTES for James: 

Birth and death supplied by Lillian Belle Ehret in taped 
conversation with Ernestine Ehret Tarelton (1970). 

"James W. Brown and Katherine Brown had lived and, I presume, 
farmed for a while in Illinois. But granddad, in search of open 
spaces in the fifties, decided to come to Iowa, farther west, more 
prairie and open space. They loaded and came by covered wagon, 
which was ferried across the Mississippi River. I remember 
mother's tale about riding in the ferry and dipping their hands in 
the water as they crossed the Mississippi. And they must have -- 
somewhere near where Davenport now stands, and they went on west on 
through Williamsburg and on up to a spot, which I presume they must 
have either bought or homesteaded. There, was plenty of room for 
pasture on the prairie, which suited granddad very well. He like 
the country, but it wasn't but about three years until all that 
land had been cleared by other farmers and neighbors were too close 
and he didn't have any more cow pasture, so he gave up his land 
there and started farther west, although.he didn't go very far. 

"He stopped in the next county, Poweshiek County west of 
Montezuma, and which was then brush and hills, naturally; still is, 
and was very unproductive, very poor, but he thought that there 
would be enough open prairie there for a cow pasture. And so they 
rented an eighty that was too poor to raise beans on, and started 
farming and got their milk cows out on the brush pasture, which was 
pretty well infested with rattlesnakes and raccoons, opossums and 
what have you, and they lived on that farm for several years. And 
then they moved up to another farm which was considerably better. 

In fact, it rates as one of the good farms in that community now." 
(Alvin Ernest Ehret taped conversation with Ernestine Ehret 
Tarleton - 1970) .
